REMARKABLE  DAYS  IN  THE  HISTORY  OF  THE 

reformed  church. 


[Last  year  we  gave  a  collection  of  some  of  the  remar^ble 
dates  and  days  in  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church,  reaching 
down  to  the  death  of  Ulric  Zwingli,  on  the  hattle-field  at 
Cappell,  October  11,  1531.  This  year  we  continue  the  senes, 
from  the  deatii  of  Zwingli  to  the  death  of  John  Calvin,  in  lob4, 
a  period  of  thirty-three  important  years.  But  we  give  only 
those  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Reiormed  Church  in  Switzer¬ 
land,  Germany,  France  and  Holland.  Those  relating  to  the 
same  period  in  Scotland,  England,  Hungary,  Bohemia  and  Poland 
will  be  given  next  year  ]  ,  ^  i 

1531.  Death  of  Oecolampadius,  the  Reformer  of  Basle. 

1535.  Calvin  visits  Italy,  where  the  Reformation  had 
penetrated,  centering  at  Ferara.  Duchess  Renata 
is  converted,  Calvin  is  seized  by  the  Inquisition 
and  condemned  to  be  burnt,  but  is  rescued  by 
troops  of  the  Duchess,  who  bring  him  to  Modena. 
On  his  way  he  preaches  the  gospel  with  great  ef¬ 
fect.  Pursued  by  the  Inquisition,  he  is  compelled 
to  flee  over  the  snow-fields  of  the  Savoy  Alps. 

1536.  Death  of  Berthold  Haller,  the  Reformer  of 
Berne. 

1536.  Calvin  returns  for  the  last  time  to  France,  and 
in  company  with  a  small  number  of  families, 
whom  he  has  won  for  the  gospel,  forsakes  this 


land  of  persecution  forever. 

1536.— August.  On  his  way  from  France  to  Basle, 
Calvin  reaches  Geneva,  intending  to  stay  only  one 
night.  Farel  hearing  that  the  author  of  the  “  In¬ 
stitutes”  is  in  Geneva,  at  once  visits  him,  urges 
him  to  stay;  nay,  by  his  holy  earnestness  com¬ 
pels  him  to  forego  his  plans  and  to  labor  in  Ge-

1537.  At  a  Symod  in  Berne  (September,  1537)  John 
Calvin  (28  years  of  age)  develops  his  doctrine  of 
the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  reconciles  difterences 
among  the  Reformed ;  which  leads  to  a  concord 
with  Luther  that  lasted  for  twenty  years,  until  the 


death  of  the  latter. 

1537.  Calvin  and  Farel,  charged  with  Arianism  by 
Caroli,  defend  themselves,  and  induce  the  Synods 
in  Berne  and  Geneva  to  confess  adherence  to  all 


the  old  creeds. 

1538,  — May.  In  consequence  of  insisting  upon  the 
independence  of  the  Church  in  matters  of  wor¬ 
ship,  Calvin  and  Farel  are  banished  from  Geneva, 
through  the  influence  of  the  Libertines.  Farel 
goes  to  Neurenburg,  where  he  remains  until  his 
death;  Calvin  goes  to  Germany,  to  Strasburg, 
where  he  takes  charge  of  a  congregation  of  lugi- 
tives  from  France. 

1539.  Calvin  becomes  professor  of  Theology  in  the 
newly-founded  Strasburg  Academy  (or  univer¬ 


sity);  revises  his  “Institutes ;”  commences  his  series 
of  unsurpassed  commentaries,  and  prepares  his 
“  Catechism  of  Geneva.”  He  further  develops  his 
doctrine  of  the  Supper  in  his  work,  De  Ccena^  a 
copy  of  which  he  sends  to  Luther,  who  expresses 
great  satisfaction  with  it. 

1539. — November.  Luther  writes  to  Bucer:  “  Greet, 
reverently,  for  me  Sturm  and  Calvin,  whose  books 
I  have  read  with  singular  pleasure.” 

1539.  Julich,  Cleve,  Berg,  provinces  on  the  Lower 
Rhine,  are  won  for  the  Reformation,  and  ulti¬ 
mately  become  Reformed. 

1539.  Count  Herman,  of  Cologne,  commences  a 
second  Reformation  in  that  city,  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  Bucer,  who,  with  Melancthon,  composed 
for  him  a  work  called  “The  Cologne  Reforma¬ 
tion  ’’(substantially  a  Liturgy  and  Form  of  Church 
Government),  which  is  introduced  into  that  city, 
into  Bonn  and  many  other  cities. 

1540.  Caivin’s  friends  in  Geneva  carry  the  election 
for  officers,  revoke  the  decree  of  banishment,  and 
beg  him  to  return,  which  he  reluctantly  consents 
to  do,  sajdng,  “That  he  feared  no  place  in  the 
world  so  much  as  Geneva.” 

1540. — September  13.  Calvin  arrives  in  Geneva,  is 
received  reverently,  appointed  preacher  and  pro¬ 
fessor,  but  with  a  very  low  salary,  which  he  con¬ 
stantly  forbids  to  be  increased,  living  very  plainly, 
in  a  very  poor  house.  It  is  recorded  that  occa¬ 
sionally  the  City  Council  voted  him  a  piece  of 
cloth  for  a  new  coat. 

1541.  Calvin  and  Sturm  are  sent  by  the  City  of 
Strasburg  to  the  Diet  at  Worms,  to  defend  the 
amended  Augsburg  Confession,  where  the  former 
makes  such  an  impression  by  his  learning  that  the 
German  Lutheran  theologians  give  him  the  title 
of  “  Theologus.”  Calvin  here  subscribes  the 
amended  form  of  that  Confession. 

1541. _ November.  At  the  request  of  the  Council  of 

Geneva,  Calvin  prepares  a  Church  Order ^  which 
was  now  introduced.  There  were  four  offices: 
(1)  pastors  to  administer  the  word  and  sacra¬ 
ments;  (2)  to  educate  pastors;  (3)  elders 

to  exercise  discipline;  (4)  deacons  to  attend  to 
the  poor  and  sick.  Twelve  elders  were  appointed 
for  the  city.  The  pastors  of  the  city  formed  the 
Classis.  The  Classis  chose  the  pastors  from  can¬ 
didates  that  were  nominated,  and  the  Council 
confirmed  the  choice.  Church  discipline  was  ex¬ 
ercised  by  the  Consistory^  which  consisted  of  the 
pastors  and  elders  (not  the  deacons).  The  legis¬ 
lation  of  the  Church  was  committed  to  the  Synod^

Calvin  sends  to  the  Synod  in  Berne 
twenty  articles  on  the  Lord’s  Supper,  which  are 
approved ;  and  again  goes  to  Zurich,  and  after  tvvo 
days’  discussion  with  Ballinger  they  compose  the 
Consensus  Tigurinus^  which  is  soon 
all  the  Protestant  Swiss  Cantons,  and  thus  Cal¬ 
vin’s  form  of  the  sacramental  doctrine  becomes 
the  Church  Confession  of  all  Switzerland.

Frederick 
III.,  and  the  whole  Palatinate,  are  led  more  and 
more  to  take  Reformed  ground. 

1559.  Thp  French  congregations,  in  the  midst  of 
great  persecutions,  resolve  to  hold  a  National 
Synod.  They  subscribe  the  Gallic  Confession 
(called  also  the  Confession  of  La  Rochelle),  com¬ 
posed  probably  by  Chandieu,  and  which  has  been 
reaffirmed  as  the  Confession  of  the  French  Church 
within  the  last  year.  They  formally  adopt  the 
Presbyterian  Form  of  Church  Government  and 
the  Liturgy  of  Calvin. 

1559. — October  11.  The  Duke  of  Treves  surrounds 
the  city  of  Treves.  Olevianus  is  taken  prisoner ; 
incarcerated  ten  weeks,  and  then  goes  to  Heidel¬ 
berg. 

1559.  — August  20.  Philip,  on  leaving  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  speaks  bitterly  to  the  Prince  of  Orange  of 
the  opposition  he  had  met  with;  induces  the  Pope 
to  institute  for  the  Netherlands  one  primate,  two 
archbishops  and  thirteen  new  bishops. 

1500. — June  3-7.  Disputation  in  Heidelberg  set  on 
foot  in  order  to  convert  Fred.  III.  to  Lutheran¬ 
ism  ;  represented  on  the  Lutheran  side  by  Morlin 
and  Stossel;  on  the  Reformed  by  Boquin  and 
Erastus.  These  defend  the  Reformed  doctrine  sa 
triumphantly  that  Stossel  himself  shortly  after¬ 
ward  becomes  Reformed. 

1560.  — October.  Olevianus  is  called  by  Fred.  III.  to 
the  College  in  Heidelberg,  and  appointed  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Dogmatics. 

1560.  Olevianus  and  Ursinus  are  appointed  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  Catechism  for  the  Palatinate.  Ursinus 
prepares  a  large  Latin  one,  after  the  model  of 
Calvin’s;  Olevianus  prepares  a  German  one;  the 
two  then,  from  these  materials^  prepare  the  Hei¬ 
delberg  Catechism, 

1560.— April  19.  Death  of  Philip  Melancthon. 

1560.  Dreadful  persecutions  break  out  against  the 


Reformed  in  France.  In  one  city  1,200  persons 
were  condemned  to  death  without  trial. 


1561.  Ursinus  is  called  by  Fred.  III.  to  Heidelberg, 
and  becomes  Professor  in  the  University. 

1561.  Publication  of  the  first  edition  of  the  Heidel¬ 
berg  Catechism  in  German;  then,  soon  after,  in 
a  Latin  translation. 

1561.  Also  a  new  Church  Order  prepared,  adopted 
and  carried  out  in  the  Palatinate. 

1561.  The  nobility  of  the  Netherlands,  as  well  as 
the  people,  declare  for  the  Reformation.  Every¬ 
where  sermons  are  preached;  the  prisoners  of  the 
Inquisition  are  rescued  by  force;  ministers  are 
carried  in  and  out  of  the  churches  on  the  shoul¬ 
ders  of  men ;  everywhere,  on  the  streets  and  on 
the  ships,  men  are  discussing  the  subject  of  the 
Papacy.  In  Tournay  5,000  go  into  the  woods  to 
hear  the  eloquent  preacher  Lannoi.  The  Re¬ 
formed  faith  spreads  itself  over  Flanders,  Artois, 
Luxemburg  and  the  Walloon  provinces. 

1561.  The  Reformed  of  the  Netherlands  venture  to 
send  to  Philip  their  Confession  of  Faith,  called 
now  the  Belgic  Confession,  first  composed  in 
French  by  Guido  de  Bres.  This  Confession  was 
approved  by  a  Synod  in  Antwerp,  in  1568,  sol¬ 
emnly  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  of  Wesel 
in  1568,  and  also  approved  by  the  General  Synod 
of  France  in  1583., 

1561.  Hardenberg  dismissed  as  pastor  in  Bremen, 
and  banished  because  of  his  refusal  to  go  with  the 
ultra-Lutheran  party  under  Flaccius; 

1561. —  September  9.  A  religious  colloquy  at  Poissy 
between  two  Catholic  prelates  and  Beza  and  Peter 
Martyr. 

1562. — January  7.  Legate  Sante  Croce  informs  the 
Pope  that  the  half  of  the  French  people  are  Re¬ 
formed.  This  was  an  overestimate,  but  the  Re¬ 
formed  Churches  at  this  time  numbered  about 
400  pastors,  2,500  congregations,  and  3^000,000 
population. 

1562.  The  Flaccian  party,  in  Bremen,  go  to  such  ex¬ 
tremes  that  they  are  driven  out.  In  1590  Bre¬ 
men  became  fully  Reformed.  In  1621  the  Heid¬ 
elberg  Catechism,  was  formally  adopted. 

1563.  The  Reformed  in  France  again  dreadfully  per¬ 
secuted  in  the  first  French  religious  war  (1562- 
63),  which  was  brought  to  an  end  by  the  peace  of 
Amboise  (19th  of  March,  15d3). 

1563. — March  11.  William  of  Orange  unites  with 
Egmont  and  Hoorn,  and  demands  the  recall  of 
Granvella. 

1564.  — April  10-^15.  Colloquy  at  Maulbronn,  with  the.

object  of  converting  the  Palatinate  theologians  and 
Fred.  III.  to  the  Lutheran  Doctrine  of  Ubiquity. 
It  only  made  them  cling  more  firmly  to  the  Re¬ 
formed  faith. 

1564.  In  this  year  only  seventeen  martyrs  died  in 
the  Netherlands,  because  many  were  released  by 
the  people  from  the  prisons  and  from  the  stake. 
The  Inquisitors  are  openly  defied  by  the  people. 
The  Reformed  obtain  the  majority  in  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  State. 

1564. — February  6.  Calvin  preaches  for  the  last  time; 
his  sickness  and  weakness  rapidly  increase,  but 
he  is  constantly  at  work.  To  the  advice  of  his 
brother  that  he  should  take  rest,  he  replies :  “  Do 
you  wish  the  Lord  should  find  me  idle  when  he 
comes? ”  April  2d  he  is  carried  into  the  church 
to  unite  once  more  with  his  congregation  in  the 
Holy  Supper.  April  28th  he  has  a  last  interview 
with  his  ministerial  colleagues.  May  19th  he 
unites  once  more  with  his  colleagues  in  the  Lord’s 
Supper. 

1564.  — May  27.  John  Calvin  falls  a.sleep  in  the 
Lord,  in  the  city  of  Geneva.  All  his  property 
amounted  to  only  $225,  which  was  by  his  will 
divided  between  the  poor  and  his  brother’s  chil¬ 
dren.  “  To  Geneva  he  left  his  faith,  his  culture, 
good  laws,  pious  brave  citizens,  the  memory  of 
his  virtue,  and  the  just  reputation  of  his  name. 
Geneva  became,  through  him,  the  metropolis  of 
the  Reformed  Church.  His  infiuence  was  felt  all 
over  Europe.  Princes,  kings  and  queens  felt 
themselves  honored  by  his  correspondence,  and 
bowed  to  his  authority.” 

1565.  Philip,  at  Madrid,  orders  the  decrees  of  the 
Council  of  Trent  to  be  published  in  the  Netherr 
lands,  and  the  heretics  to  be  severely  punished. 

1565.  A  solemn  league  in  the  Netherlands,  sub¬ 
scribed  by  more  than  500  nobles,  to  resist  the  In¬ 
quisition,  is  published.  The  Reformed  cause  grows 
rapidly;  many  of  the  fugitive  families  in  Ger¬ 
many  return.  Herman  Strickner  preaches  openly 
in  East  Flanders,  and  baptizes  many  children  in 
the  open  air.  Peter  Dathenus  is  active  in  West 
Flanders. 

1565.  Fred.  III.  comes  into  more  intimate  relations 
with  the  Swiss.  Anxious  to  show  that  the  Swiss 
were  pious  men,  and  that  they  agreed  substanti¬ 
ally  with  his  new  Catechism,  he  asks  Bullinger  to 
draw  up  a  formula  of  the  doctrines  held  by  the 
“Swiss.  Bullinger  sends  him  what  is  now  known 
as  the  Second  Helvetic  Confession^  which  in  1562 
he  had  drawn  up  as  his  personal  Confession,  go¬ 


ing  over  it  carefully  with  Peter  Martyr,  and 
which  he  had  annexed  to  his  testament,  bequeath¬ 
ing  it  to  the  great  Council  at  Zurich.  This  Con¬ 
fession  was  so  clear  and  excellent,  and  so  highly 
pleased  Frederick,  that  it  was  submitted  to  all 
the  other  Reformed  Cantons,  and  by  all  of  them 
was  joyfully  indorsed.  It  was  published  in  the 
same  year,  both  in  German  and  French. 

1566. — August  23.  A  decree  is  issued  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands  abolishing  the  Inquisition.  Reformed  wor¬ 
ship  is  allowed  in  all  places  where  preaching  had 
been  had.  Orange  assigns  to  the  Reformed  six 
churches  in  Antwerp  and  many  in  Utrecht  and 
Holland.  The  Reformed  can  now  again  hold 
Synods.  In  every  locality  almost  Reformed 
Churches  are  erected.  Young  and  old,  barons 
and  citizens,  assist  personally.  Everything  now 
seems  to  presage  religious  freedom.  But  it  is 
only  a  quiet  before  a  storm  of  persecution  under 
the  infamous  Alba. 

1566.  Fred.  III.  called  to  account  by  Emperor  Max¬ 
imilian  at  the  Diet  of  Augsburg  for  having  fallen 
away  from  the  Augsburg  Confession.  Here,  in 
defense,  he  made  the  celebrated  and  eloquent  re¬ 
ply  which  elicited  from  August  of  Saxony  the 
remark:  “Fritz,  thou  art  more  pious  than  we 
all.”  And  the  Margrave  of  Baden  cried  out: 
“  Why  do  you  trouble  this  man  ?  He  has  more 
piety  than  the  whole  of  us.”  Frederick  was  mo¬ 
lested  no  more. 

1567.  Guido  de  Rres  is  imprisoned  in  Antwerp,  and 
dies  a  martyr. 

1568.  The  first  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Churches  in 
Germany,  held  at  Wesel,  at  which  forty-six 
ministers  and  elders  were  present.  In  1571  a 
larger  Synod  was, held  at  Emden,  which  con¬ 
firmed  the  acts  of  the  Wesel  Synod,  and  now  com¬ 
bined  all  the  Lower  and  Upper  Rhine  Churches 
into  one  organic  body.  It  divided  them  into  two 
Provinces:  I.  Germany^  with  four  divisions:  1. 
Palatinate;  2.  Julich;  3.  Cleve  and  Berg;  4. 
Emden.  II,  Belgium^  with  four  divisions:  1. 
Brabant ;  2.  German  Flanders ;  3.  French  Flan¬ 
ders;  4.  Holland.

The  following  is  a  curious  piece  of  antiquity.  We 
know  not  the  author.  The  middle  cross  represents 
our  Savior ;  those  on  either  side,  the  two  thieves.  On 
the  top  and  down  the  cross  are  our  Lord’s  expressions, 
“  My  God !  ray  God  !  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?”  and 
on  the  top  of  the  cross  is  the  following  Latin  inscrip¬ 
tion:  INRI — Jesus  Nazarenus,  Rex  Judeorura,  ?.  e., 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  King  of  the  Jews.  Upon  the  cross 
on  the  right  hand  is  the  prayer  of  one  of  the  thieves: 
“  Lord !  remember  me  when  thou  comest  into  thy  king¬ 
dom.”  On  the  left-hand  cross  is  the  saying  or  reproach 
of  the  other:  “  If  thou  beest  the  Christ,  save  thyselfe 
and  us.”  The  whole,  comprised  together,  makes  an 


excellent  piece  of  poetry,  which  is  to  be  read  across  all 
the  columns,  and  makes  as  many  lines  as  there  are 
letters  in  the  alphabet.  It  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most 
curious  pieces  of  composition  to  be  found  on  record,  as 
well  as  an  excellent  penitential  psalm.

THE  REFORMED  CHURCH. 


As  this  is  an  Almanac  prepared  especially  for  the 
members  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  it  is  proper  to  give  some  account  of  it,  the 
more  especially  as  an  unaccountable  ignorance  with 
reference  to  its  past  and  present  seems  to  prevail  in 
some  quarters.  In  this  number  we  will  give  only  a 
brief  account,  referring  the  reader  to  last  year’s  Al¬ 
manac  for  a  fuller  statement. 

ITS  ORIGIN  AND  PAST  HISTORY. 

The  great  Ref)rmation  of  the  sixteenth  century, 
which  commenced  in  Central  Europe,  but  gradually 
spread  over  the  whole  of  that  continent,  divided  into 
two  great  branches.  First,  the  Lutheran  Churchy 
which  spread  over  the  greater  portion  of  Germany, 
Sweden,  Denmark,  Norway,  and  a  small  portion  of 
Eastern  France.  Second,  the  Reformed^  which  spread 
over  Switzerland,  part  of  Germany  (especially  the 
western  portion),  France,  Holland,  England,  Scot¬ 
land,  Bohemia,  and  Hungary.  It  took  its  origin,  as 
a  specific  Reformed  Church,  in  Switzerland,  where 
Ulric  Zwingli  commenced  his  labors  in  1516  (one 
year  before  Martin  Luther  commenced  in  Germany). 

The  Swiss  and  Germans,  both  in  Europe  and  Amer¬ 
ica,  form  the  German  Reformed  Ckurehr  The 
Hollanders  formed  the  “  Reformed  Church  of  Hol¬ 
land”  (in  this  country  now  called  the  “Reformed 
Church  of  America”).  The  French  formed  the  “  Re¬ 
formed  Church  of  France,”  The  Scotch  and  Irish 
formed  the  “Reformed  Church  of  Scotland”  (now 
known  as  the  Presbyterian  Church).  The  English 
formed  the  “  Reformed  Church  of  England  and  Ire¬ 
land  ”  (now  generally  known  as  the  Episcopal 
Church).  The  Methodists,  Baptists,  etc.,  arose  much 
later,  generally  from  one  of  these  Reformed  Churches. 

The  Reformed  Church  thus  has  a  most  honorable 
history  in  Europe  of  over  300  years;  and  a  history  of 
over  100  years  in  America. 

ITS  NAME. 

We  contend,  too,  that  it  has  a  most  honorable  and 
appropriate  title.  It  is  the  old  Church,  refomned  of 
its  abuses  and  superstitions.  It  is  not  named  after  a 
man  (as  the  Lutheran),  nor  after  a  peculiar  form  of 
Church  Government  (as  the  Presbyterian,  the  Episco¬ 
pal,  the  Congregational),  nor  after  some  peculiarity  in 
rites,  ceremonies  and  measures  (as  the  Baptist  and 
Methodist). 


ITS  GROWTH. 


Its  growth  in  the  United  States  has  been  very 
rapid  of  late  years.  This  can  be  proven  very  satis¬ 
factorily  by  an  appeal  to  the  United  States  Census 
Reports.  From  this  source  we  have  compiled  the  fol¬ 
lowing  tables.  The  Reformed  Church  has,  in  the  years 
stated,  the  following ; 

In  1850.  In  1860.  In  1870. 

Church  edifices . . . 341  676  1,14.5 

Sittings  (or  seats) . 160,932  273,697  431,700 

Value  church  property .$993, 780  2,422,670  5,775,215 

Hence,  in  twenty  years  the  edifices  have  increased 
840,  or  235  per  cent. ;  the  sittings  have  increased  270,- 
786,  or  168  per  cent.;  and  their  value  has  increased 
$4,781,435,  or  481  per  cent. 

Comparing  the  Reformed  Church  now  with  the 
leading  demominations,  in  this  respect,  we  have  the 
following  remarkable  result :

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  edifices  the  Reformed 
Church  has  increased  most  rapidly  of  all ;  in  increase 
of  sittings  and  value  the  Reformed  Church  has  been 
surpassed  by  the  Roman  Catholic  alone. 

ITS  ORGANIZATION. 

Its  Form  of  Government  is  Presbyterial,  i.  e.,  a 
succession  of  judicatories,  each  one  of  which  is  com¬ 
posed  of  ministers  and  elders.

THE  FISHERMAN. 


Here  is  the  allegorical  and  symbolical  picture  of 
Elder  Henry  Leonard^  the  so-called  Eisherman. 


Mr.  Leonard  has  now  been  at  work  for  over  seven¬ 
teen  years  collecting  funds  mainly  for  Heidelberg 
College  and  the  Theological  Seminary.  In  his  labors 
he  has  now  traveled  over  76,000  miles  ;  and  yet  he  is 
not  tired,  and  still  as  welcome  as  ever  to  the  firesides 
of  Reformed  families.  The  following,  from  a  late 
letter  from  him,  from  Columbiana  County,  Ohio, 
will  show  his  ever  youthful  zeal  and  success : 

On  Sunday,  after  service  at  the  Springfield  Church, 
one  of  the  members,  a  namesake  of  mine  (Henry), 
(I  won’t-give  his  other  name)  said :  “  Kummust  du  a 
zu  uns?”  That  is,  “Are  you  coming  to  see  us  too?” 
I  said:  “Hots  a  fisch  bey  eich?”  That  is,  “Are 
there  any  fish  with  you?”  He  smiled,  and  said: 
“  Well  m,r  hen  fisch  dam  an  mein  house.”  That  is, 
“We  have  a  fish  dam  at  our  house;  ”  and  added,  by 
saying:  “We  will  let  ofiT  the  water  so  you  can  catch 
one.” 

I  thought,  when  he  spoke  this,  that  there  is  some¬ 
thing  anziehend  (attractive)  in  his  countenance. 

So,  on  Monday  noon,  we  called  on  Bro.  M - and 

his  kind  family.  Sure  enough,  here  we  found  the 
great  spring  of  pure  water,  gushing  out  from  under 
his  dwelling-house,  and  almost  strong  enough  for  a 
small  mill-power.  A  large  dam,  or  lake,  below  the 
house — the  water  is  as  clear  as  crystal— splendid  for 
stock  and  ducks.  Everything  looked  inviting.  Fa¬ 
ther,  mother  and  children  all  pleasant.  No  dark, 
“  worldly-minded  muck  to  darken  the  fishing  water.” 

This  brother  is  a  farmer.  Although  n^t  out  of 
debt,  yet  he  knows  the  wants  of  the  Church.  The 
Fisherman  was  no  stranger  here.  I  have  no  need  to 
make  a  long  speech.  But  he,  of  his  own  free  will, 
said:  “  I  will  give  you  three  hundred  dollars,  and  I 
will  pay  you  the  cashj^  Ah!  this  again  took  the 
Fisherman  by  surprise.  Thank  God  I  Now  I  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  he  is  one  of  those'^I  met 
one  time,  like  a  pious  mother  said:  “Was  man  am 
Reich  Gottes  thut  ist  nicht  verlohren ;  ”  that  is, 
“  What  we  do  for  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  lost.” 
Then,  again,  a  good  old  father  told  me  once,  when 
speaking  of  a  devoted,  pious  man:  “Dieser  bruder 
spricht  eben  die  sprache  Canaan,s.”  That  is,  “  This 
brother  speaks  the  language  of  Canaan.” 
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Next  day  we  had  a  pleasant  time  at  the  house  of 

Father  R -  and  family.  Here  we  obtained  fifty 

dollars,  besides  the  crumbs  from  the  children.  Then 
they  concluded  they  must  subscribe  for  the  Christian 
World. 

The  pastor  now  took  me  in  his  buggy  to  Palestine, 
a  station  on  the  P.,  Ft.  W.  &  C.  R.  R.  On  our  way 
we  called  on  an  old  soldier  of  the  cross,  eighty  years 
of  age.  Old  Solomon  seemed  pleased  to  have  me  call. 
He  speaks  Pennsylvania  German.  After  contributing 
fifty  dollars,  the  old  father  said:  “  la  von  dem  Fisch- 
erman  haben  wir  schon  viel  gelesen ;  mir  sin  froh  den 
mann  a  mol  zu  sehne;”  or,  in  English,  “Yes,  we  have 
often  read  about  this  Fisherman.  We  are  glad  to  see 
him  once.” 

Then  the  old  veteran  paid  me  quite  a  compliment 
by  saying:  “ Ich  denk  es  is  ke‘mann  me  so  in  gaiiz 
Amerika  der  die  bissnes  besser  versteht  als  der  Len- 
nert ;  ”  or,  in  English,  “  I  think  there  is  not  another 
man  in  all  America  that  understands  this  business 
better  than  Leonard.”  I  only  repeat  the  old  gentle¬ 
man’s  words  to  show  what  confidence  he  has  in  me. 

Surely  this  should  not  make  me  vain  or  conceited. 
I  trust  that  I  have  learned  to  know  long  ere  this  that 
there  is  One  above  who  sees  not  as  man  sees  (only  on 
the  outward).  No,  but  looks  into  the  heart  of  man. 
If  I  have  been  chosen,  and  the  honored  instrument  in 
the  hands  of  God  of  accomplishing  something  for  his 
cause,  I  thank  him  for  it.  I  know  full  well,  too,  that 
if  the  Lord  had  not  been  with  me  and  opened  the 
hearts  of  the  people,  as  verily  I  have  reason  to  believe 
he  did,  my  efforts  would  have  been  in  vain.  To  him^ 
then^  he  all  the  glory  and ‘praise.  Amen.

THE  OLDEST  MINISTERS. 


There  are  some  interesting  facts  connected  with 
the  oldest  ministers  in  the  Reformed  Church. 

At  the  head  of  the  list  stands  Rev.  John  Zuilch,  of 
Steinsville,  Lehigh  County,  Pennsylvania,  who  was 
licensed  by  the  Synod  held  in  New  Holland,  Lan¬ 
caster  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  September,  1816,  and 
was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  same  congrega¬ 
tions  in  which  ho  labors  yet,  actively,  to-day.  Fifty- 
nine  years,  nearly  two  generations,  has  he  gone  in  and 
out  before  that  people.  No  doubt  many  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  that  he  baptized  are  now  themselves  grand¬ 
fathers  and  grandmothers.  They  and  their  descend¬ 
ants  are  met  with  in  different  portions  of  the  West. 

Rev.  N.  P.  Hacke,  D.  D.,  of  Greensburg,  Westmore¬ 
land  County,  Pennsylvania,  was  ordained  in  1819,  and 
has  remained  pastor  of  the  same  charge  to  this  day, 
a  period  of  fifty-six  years. 

At  the  Synod  of  Wooster,  last  June,  two  ministers 
who  had  been  ordained  just  fifty  years  before,  were 
present,  namely:  Rev.  D.  Winters,  D.  D.,  of  Dayton, 
Ohio,  and  Rev.  John  Pence,  of  Tremont,  Ohio.  The 
former  was  elected  President,  and  the  latter  Vice-Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Synod.  A  very  appropriate  act  for  the 
semi-centennial  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 


OUR  CHURCH  FIFTY  YEARS  AGO  AND  FIFTY 
YEARS  TO  COME. 


FIFTY  YEARS  AGO. 

Fifty  years  ago  our  Western  Reformed  Church  was 
really  a  German  Reformed  Church.  German  was 
exclusively  spoken  in  the  pulpits,  consistories,  classes 
and  synods.  This  was  true  also  of  the  Eastern 
Church.  Then  the  Western  Church  was  very  small, 
numbering  only  eleven  ministers  and  eighty  congre¬ 
gations,  and  these  were  generally  very  small. 

Fifty  years  ago  the  Western  Church  had  no  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary;  the  few  young  men  willing  to  enter 
thie  ministry  had  to  study  privately  with  ministers. 
It  was  just  fifty  years  ago  (in  1825)  that  the  first 
Theological  Seminary  was  opened  in  Carlisle,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  with  five  students.  In  1829  it  was  removed 
to  York,  Pennsylvania,  where  Dr.  Lewis  Mayer 
taught  his  students  in  a  common  school-house.  In 
1850,  just  twenty-five  years  ago,  the  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary  was  opened  at  Tifiin,  Ohio,  with  two  students. 
A  few  years  later,  the  Mission  House,  near  Sheboy¬ 
gan,  Wisconsin,  was  founded.  From  these  three 
schools  have  proceeded  the  great  majority  of  the 
present  ministers  of  the  Church. 

Fifty  years  ago  nearly  all  our  churches.  East  and 
West,  were  “union  churches,”  i.  e.,  such  as  were 
owned  in  common  by  Reformed  and  Lutherans.  The 
ministers  generally  supplied  six,  eight  and  sometimes 
ten  congregations,  owing  to  the  poverty  of  the  people 
and  the  paucity  of  ministers.  They  could  then  serve 
them  only  once  in  three  or  four  weeks ;  but  as  Lu¬ 
theran  ministers  preached  the  same  number  of  times 
and  the  people  generally  attended  both  services,  as  a 
rule,  they  could  attend  worship  about  every  two 
weeks,  and  oftener  by  attending  neighboring  churches. 

Fifty  years  ago  ministers  traveled  a  great  deal:  not 
in  buggies,  but  on  horseback,  over  mountains  and 
hills,  through  rivers  and  creeks.  Bridges  were 
scarce.  Often  they  would  swim  across  on  horeback, 
or,  in  winter,  cross  on  the  ice. 

Fifty  years  ago  the  ministers  received  but  little  sal¬ 
ary  in  money.  Often  this  was  paid  in  wheat  and 
other  produce. 

Then  the  Church  had  no  newspapers,  no  missionary 
and  educational  societies.  The  proceedings  of  Synod, 
in  the  East,  were  first  printed  in  1817,  in  German; 
from  1825  in  German  and  English.  The  first  Church 
paper  was  a  German  one,  begun  in  1827,  called  the 
Christliche  Zeitschrift,  edited  by  Revs.  S.  Gutelius, 
B.  S.  Schneck  and  J.  C.  Guldin.  The  first  English 
paper  was  the  Magazine  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church,  commenced  in  1828,  and  edited  by  Prof. 
Lewis  Mayer,  The  first  Church  paper  in  the  West 
was  the  Western  Missionary,  commenced  in  1848,  and. 
edited  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Good. 

FIFTY  YEARS  TO  COME. 

Ah,  who  can  tell  us  how  it  will  then  stand  with 
our  beloved  Zion  ? 
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Of  the  present  roll  of  600  ministers,  probably  less 
than  twenty-five  will  he  then  alive. 

Of  the  present  140,000  members,  will  5,000  be  then 
yet  in  the  Church  militant  ? 

Perhaps^  as  a  Church,  we  will  be  organically  united 
with  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  thus  forming  a 
body  twice  as  strong,  and  twice  as  able  to  do  effective 
work  in  the  Lord’s  vineyard. 

Perhaps j  we,  with  the  Dutch  Church,  and  other 
branches  of  the  Reformed  family,  will  be  united  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  thus  form  the  strongest 
denomination  in  America. 

At  any  rate^  if  our  growth  shall  go  forward  in  the 
same  ratio  as  in  the  past  ten  years,  we  may  reason¬ 
ably  expect,  in  fifty  years,  to  number  1,500  ministers 
and  400,000  members.  And  this  number  we  fully  be¬ 
lieve  will  be  reached,  if  the  ministers  and  members 
remain  faithful  to  the  historical  doctrines  of  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church.

A  WORKING  CHURCH. 


The  Reformed  Church  is  a  working  church.  The 
ministers  are  hard  workers.  They  spread  their  activ¬ 
ity  over  a  large  extent  of  territory.  Many  of  them 
supply  from  four  to  six  churches  with  the  ordinances 
of  God’s  house.  And  they  are  far  too  poorly  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  people. 

During  the  past  year  missionaries  of  the  .Reformed 
Church  have  pushed  into  the  Par  West.  Three  have 
gone  to  Nebraska;  three  have  gone  to  Kansas;  one 
has  gone  to  Missouri ;  and  one  has  planted  his  tent 
under  the  shadow  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  at  Den¬ 
ver,  Colorado,  where  the  people  have  erected  a  beau¬ 
tiful  brick  chapel.  The  brethren  in  California  have 
been  reinforced ;  and  so  have  those  in  Minnesota. 
The  time  will  soon  come  when  we  must  hunt  up  the 
scattered  sheep  in  the  Southern  States,  even  to  Texas. 

The  Reformed  Church  is  a  working  church.  No 
denomination  that  we  know  of  has,  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  its  ministers,  so  many  newspapers,  and 
so  many  colleges,  seminaries  and  orphans’  homes. 
And  they  are  all  alive  and  in  working  order.  In  fact 
we  have  too  many,  if  the  Church  were  to  stand  still 
in  its  present  status,  but  we  are  laying  the  founda¬ 
tions  for  future  work,  and  under  that  view  we  have 
not  yet  enough. 


WHAT  EVERY  REFORMED  FAMILY  SHOULD 
HAVE. 

It  should  have  the  Heidelberg  Catechism.  After 
studying  it  for  twenty-five  years,  we  unhesitatingly 
say  it  is  the  best  book  of  the  kind  ever  written.  It 
is  a  very  thorough  and  complete  system  of  theology ; 
profound,  exact  and  scriptural. 

The  children  of  the  family  should  commit  it  to 
memory,  word  for  word,  so  thoroughly  as  never  to 
forget  ft.  It  will  then  be  a  constant  lamp  to  guide  their 
feet  in  the  journey  of  life.  History  tells  us  of 
many  pious  persons,  who  in  their  dying  hours  found 
in  the  first  answer  (committed  to  memory  in  their 
youth)  a  great  source  of  consolation  and  true  com¬ 
fort.  Not  in  the  mere  having  learned  it,  of  course, 
but  in  its  truth,  confirmed  by  the  experiences  of  their 
lives. 

Every  family  should  have  the  Christian  Worlds 
a  weekly  family  religious  paper,  published  at  Cincin¬ 
nati,  that  it  may  visit  them  regularly  in  their  homes, 
instruct  them  in  the  religious  movements  of  the  day, 
and  that  it  may  interest  them  in  the  theological  and 
literary  institutions  of  the  Church.  ^  This  paper  has 
now  the  largest  circulation  of  all  the'weekly  Reformed 
papers,  and  has  co»  workers  and  contributors  in  all  the 
Synods,  East  and  West. 

Every  family  should  have  the  Western  Liturgy, 
that  they  may  know  and  understandingly  unite  in  all 
the  ordinances  of  the  Church;  that  they  may  take 
part  in  them  intelligently  and  believingly.  The  fam¬ 
ily  prayers,  and  other  prayers,  contained  in  both  the 
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English  and  German  edition,  are  of  great  value  to 
every  family. 

All  these  can  he  ordered  from  Cincinnati.  Also 
many  other  publications  of  great  value.  Fathers,  at¬ 
tend  to  the  duty  of  supplying  your  families  with 
good  literature,  so  as  to  keep  out  of  its  sacred  limits 
that  which  is  either  poor  stuff,  or  positively  had  and 
demoralizing. 


WE  NEED  MORE  MINISTERS. 


This  is  the  greatest  need  of  the  Reformed  Church. 
In  the  last  ten  years  more  young  men  have  come  for¬ 
ward  to  devote  themselves  to  this  sacred  calling,  than 
in  any  twenty-five  years  of  our  history,  and  yet  the 
wants  of  the  Church  are  not  yet  fully  met.  To-day 
there  are  at  least  forty  charges  and  missionary  stations 
vacant,  because  the  Church  has  not  ordained  ministers 
enough  to  supply  them  all.  About  forty  young  men 
are  now  ordained  every  year,  and  yet  we  can  not 
catch  up  with  the  demands  of  the  vacant  fields. 
There  is  in  these  facts  a  loud  call  to  young  men  and 
boys  to  come  over  and  help  us.” 

It  is  a  delightful  calling.  It  is  employed  in  the 
noblest  of  works,  to  preach  “  the  gospel,”  the  “  glad 
tidings.”  It  is  crowned  with  the  most  blessed  prom¬ 
ises,  ‘‘  Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  to  the  end  of 
the  world.”  Ministers  generally  lead  happy  lives, 
and  their  families  seldom  come  to  want.  Young  man^ 
the  Lord  needs  you  ! 


WHERE  IS  THE  REFORMED  CHURCH 
STRONGEST  ? 


The  Reformed  Church  now  embraces  five  Synods. 
In  each  of  these  Synods  there  are  certain  localities 
where  the  Reformed  Church  is  quite  strong. 

In  the  Eastern  Synod  the  Reformed  Church  is 
strongest  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania.  In  that 
one  county  there  are  no  less  than  sixty-four  congre¬ 
gations,  most  of  them  strong  in  numbers  and  in 
wealth.  Next  in  the  number  of  churches  come 
Lehigh  and  Lebanon  Counties. 

In  the  Potomac  Synod  the  Reformed  Church  is 
strongest  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  with  its 
thirty-six  congregations.  But  Frederick  County, 
Maryland,  with  its  twenty-two  congregations,  is  also 
a  true  home  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

In  the  Pittsburg  Synod  the  Reformed  Church  is 
strongest  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania, 
with  about  twenty -two  congregations. 

In  the  Ohio  Synod  it  is  strongest  in  Montgomery 
County,  Ohio,  with  its  twenty  congregations ;  and  in 
Stark  County,  Ohio,  with  twenty  congregations  also. 

In  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest  it  is  difficult  to  say 
in  what  locality  it  is  strongest.  The  most  numerous 
congregations  are  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 


THE  REFORMED  CHURCH  IN  OTHER  LANDS. 


The  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  is 
growing  rapidly,  as  is  well  known .  But  it  is  not  so 
well  known  that  the  Reformed  Church  is  strong  and 
growing  in  other  lands. 

In  France  the  Reformed  Church  was  strong  and 
flourishing  for  a  hundred  years  after  the  Reformation, 
when  it  was  almost  destroyed  by  the  fierce  and  relent¬ 
less  persecutions  of  the  French  kings  and  queens,  at 
the  instigation  of  the  Jesuits.  In  1562  they  number¬ 
ed  400  pastors,  2,500  congregations,  and  3,000,000 
population.  When  they  were  driven  out  of  the  land 
by  thousands,  under  the  name  of  Huguenots,  it  was 
supposed  that  the  Reformed  Church  would  be  utterly 
extirpated.  Yet  a  remnant  remained  after  every 
persecution.  For  216  years  the  French  Government 
would  allow  no  Synod  to  be  held,  until  two  years  ago, 
when  the  government  of  Thiers  once  more  granted 
permission.  During  the  last  fifty  years  a  portion  of 
the  Reformed  in  France,  and  notably  in  Paris,  under 
the  celebrated  orators  Coqueral  (father  and  son)  had 
become  dissatisfied  with  the  old  doctrines  of  the 
Church,  and  introduced  rationalistic  and  Unitarian 
errors.  When  the  Synod  met,  in  1873,  Guizot  (the 
celebrated  historian  and  statesman,  who  was  an  elder 
in  the  Reformed  Church)  took  orthodox  ground,  and 
under  his  leadership  the  Synod  again  affirmed  its  orig¬ 
inal  Confession  of  Faith,  namely,  the  Confession  of 
La  Rochelle^  generally  known  as  the  Gallic  Confes¬ 
sion,  one  of  the  best  and  clearest  of  the  Reformation 
Confessions.  At  present  it  is  yet  uncertain  whether 
the  “  Liberals  ”  will  go  out  and  form  a  separate  body 
or  not.  The  future  will  determine.  But  the  reaffirm¬ 
ation  of  the  Gallic  Confession  was  a  most  gratifying 
fact.  It  is  a  very  gratifying  fact,  that  in  all  lands, 
Europe  and  America,  the  Reformed  Church  turns 
back  with  preference  to  its  original  Confessions,  and 
refuses  to  be  led  astray  by  modern  and  temporary 
theories.  The  Church  in  France,  as  a  whole,  has  re¬ 
solved  to  stand  firmly  fast  by  its  old  historical  stands 
ards^  and  not  to  yield  to  modern  developments.  The 
Reformed  Church  in  France  is  growing,  and  has  some 
most  excellent  and  able  men.  They  now  liurnber 
about  700  ministers,  upward  of  1,000  congregations, 
and  630,000  members.  Within  the  last  two  years 
they  have  gained  many  accessions  from  the  Catholics. 

In  Austria  the  Reformed  Church  is  quite  strong, 
although  this  is  not  generally  known,  as  the  Austrian 
Empire  is  generally  set  down  as  Catholic.  In  the 
provinces  of  Hungary,  Bohemia,  Transylvania,  they 
are  numerous ;  generally  called  Calvinists.  The  mjv- 
jority  of  the  Hungarians  are  Reformed.  How  many 
ministers  and  churches  they  have  is  not  known,  but 
they  are  said  to  number  about  4,000,000  population.^ 

In  Germany  the  Reformed  have  mostly  fallen  in 
with  the  union  movement,  and  are  now  known  as 
Evangelical,  but  within  the  last  three  years  some  of 
the  people  have  cut  loose  from  all  church  connection 
with  the  State,  and  again  organized  genuine  Reformed 
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Churches.  It  was  from  one  of  these  congregations 
that  Dr.  H.  J.  Eutenik,  of  Cleveland,  received  a 
pressing  call  last  year,  and  it  was  in  his  heart  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  same,  only  his  Synod  would  not  consent. 

Holland  is  still  almost  exclusively  Eeformed.  So 
also  are  a  majority  of  the  Cantons  of  Switzerland. 

We  would  suggest  to  the  General  Synod,  whether 
it  would  not  be  a  wise  procedure  to  appoint  some  suit¬ 
able  commissioner  (if  one  can  be  found),  who  could 


spend  a  year  in  Europe,  for  the  express  purpose  of 
visiting  the  Eeformed  Churches  and  Synods  in 
France,  Hungary,  Switzerland,  Germany,  Poland  and 
Holland,  to  extend  to  them  a  fraternal  greeting,  and 
to  ascertain  the  actual  condition  of  the  Eeiormed 
Churches  on  the  Continent.  This  would  amount  to  a 
great  deal  more,  it  seems  to  us,  than  the  sending  of 
delegates  to  the  many  different  bodies  in  this  country, 
which  thus  far  has  not  been  very  fruitful  of  results.
